Chico Reports Chimneys 
Felled By Temblor; Plumas 
County Wires Broken 


SACRAMENTO, ‘th) — A sharp 
earthquake shock, apparently felt 
in a triangular area bounded by 
Sacramento, Chico and Quincy, 
early today disrupted communica- 


tions in some sections, rattled win- © 


dows and shook down chimneys. 


In Quincy, Plumas county, two 
telegraph services were inter- 
rupted, although ‘telephone wires 
remained open. Telegraph company 
Officials said they believed a rock 
dislodged by the quake broke wires 
of both services which are carried 
on the same poles. 


Chief of Police Ben Jenkins of 
Grass Valley described the shock as 


“very severe” but said no damage § 


was reported. Men working in deep 
gold mines in the area failed to feel 
the shock, he said. 

It was reported severa] chimneys 
toppled during the quake in com- 
munities surrounding Chico. 

In Sacramento, police Officials 
were besieged by residents 
phoning to learn the extent of the’ 
tremor. No personal or property 
damage was reported, however.

German Drift Toward 
Russia Noted: Press 
Now Denounces France 


| HELSINKI (UP) — An official 
| communique today said that several 
{ thonsand Russians had been killed 
‘in thrusts against the Mannerheim 
| line on the Karelian Isthmus. 
| The communique said that the 
‘Karelian Isthmus attacks, in which 
several Russian divisions  partici- 
| pated. were repulsed and that Pin- 
|nish troops scored new successes 
| northeast of Lake Ladoga and in 
{the Kuhmo Sector of the central 
: front. 

By UNITED PRESS 
While fronts in Europe and Fin- 
‘land were relatively quiet today, in- 
dications increased that Germany 
| was being thrown closer to Russia 
and that the Scandinavian coun- 
tries were being further alienated 
from the Berlin-Moscow front al- 
though not definitely rebounding 
; into the arms of the allies. 

Three German ships were report- 
ed making their way up the Nor- 
wegian coast with arms for the 
| Russians at the Finnish Arctic port 
at Petsamo. The ships had to wait 
te least a week for Norwegian 
pilots. Scandinavian newspapers 
; were sharply critical of reported 
| German action in supplying arms to 
the Red army and they had been 
openly hopeful that Norwegians 
would refuse to pilot the arms car- 
riers on their hazardous voyages. 

A Berlin dispatch reported a bit- 
jter denunciation of France by the 
| Official organ of the Nazi party, 
;the Voelkischer Beobachter. Until 
now, the Germans had clung to 
slender hope of driving a wedge be- 
tween the British and French, and 
German ire has been vented on the 
British. 
| Germany denied the dispatch of 
ships with arms for the Russians 
but Norwegian dispatches insisted 
that three ships in all had sailed 
from Kopervix on the southwestern 
Norwegian coast. The Norwegians 
appeared convinced that other Ger- 
man ships had carried arms to the 
Russians, either to a Russian port 
| or to Petsamo.
